Aged Widow of Gen. Shields Sheds Tears 
in the Illinois Building. | 

In the Illinois Building there is a heroic 
size-figure of Gen. James Shields. He is repre- 
sented in the uniform of a_General of the 
United States Army of the Mexican War 
period, and nearly every one who passes stops 
to take a look at the old hero. He still looks 
like a fighter, even in bronze, but a 
benevolent-looking. kindly-faced fighter of the 
nobler kind. 

In the throng of visitors in the building 
last —Thursday was an: elderly woman, who 
stopped longer‘than any one else looking up 
in the face of the effigy. Then she sat near 
it, with her face buried inher 
hands. shadows of evening were 
lengthening, yet the silent woman sat 
alone, gy es People passed, throngimg 
back and forth, but no one seemed to notice 
the sweet-faced old lady lifting her tear- 
dimmed eyes now and then to the face of the 
statue. : 

It happened that a man from Missouri was 
passing. He stopped to look at the figure 
and then he noticed the lonely woman in 
tears and widow’s weeds, whom 
he recognized as Mrs. Shields, widow 
of the dead soldier and _ statesman. 
Probably few of that great crowd even re- 
mem bered the subject of the effigy was 
one of Illinois’ adopted sons,a friend anda 
rival in love of Lincoln, and a Senator from this 
State. Shields went into Mexico and fought 
all through that war, and though he was car- 
ried off a Mexican battlefield for dead he 
returned to receive the praise a nation had to 
give a hero. : Again he went to Washington 
as a Senator, the second time from 


‘Minnesota. He went to war asecond time 


when Fort Sumter was fired upon. He had 
not forgotten how to fight for he won the 
distinction of being the only commander who 
ever whipped Stonewall Jackson, His re- 
markable career was not ended then fdr he was 
a third time sent to the United States Senate 
from a third State, being elected from Mis- 
souri the last time. He was the hero of two 
wars and United States Senator from three 
States. His rémains lie in a little prairie 
graveyard at Carrollton, Mo., near where he 
spent his declining days in peaceful agricult- 
ural pursuits. His grave is unmarked,

Like other fires whose singular character had 
mystified insurance people, 
swift.

A sheet of flame, 
he said, roared through the door and windows. 
Looking back, he said, the entire store 
was a mass of fiames. He thought 
the fire was caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion. A colored man who lived in the adjoin- 
ing house corroborated the evidence that the 
fire was extraordinarily swift.. But he said it 
seemed to spring from the shawls and dress- 
goods which were hung on ropes from side to 
side near the ceil of the storeroom. He 
was quite positive of this. 

Several of the adjusters wanted to know 
how a fire could break out in draperies so 
hung and one of the brightest built an en- 
tirely new theory to account for the incen- 
diary fires about which so little could be 
learned. He got detectives to help him and 
followed his theory up. : 

“The methods of man who fired this 
store and others were learned in three weeks,” 
said a man who was connected with the in- 
vestigation. ‘‘The scheme was ingenious 
but simple. The firebug—the man who set 
all the only one confederate.

ENGLISH MINERS STILL OUT, 


Strikers Hold a Meeting and Decide to Re- 
fuse Proposed Reduction, . 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—A meeting of the min- 
ers’ federation was held in Chesterfield, Der- 
byshire, today. Mr. Benjamin Pickard, mem- 
ber of the House of Commons for the Nor- 
mianton division of Yorkshire, who, for many 
years worked in mines, presided, Among the 
matters debated was the quéstion of meeting 
the mine owners in regard to the proposed 
reduction in wages. 
several hours and it was finally decided to re- 
fuse to meet the masters. A resolution was 


adopted declaring that the striking miners 


would be allowed to resume work at the old 
rate of wages wherever the chance offered. 
The men, however, will not be permitted to 
resume work unless all the men employed iu 
a pit return and each man contributes one 
shillmg a day tothe strike fund. The feder- 
ation pledged itself not to seek for any ad- 
vance in wages until the prices that ruled in 
1891 should be again realized by the mine 
owners. At the regular meeting of the Coal 
Exchange today the price of coal was further 


advanced five shillings per.ton. 


Brvssets, Sept. 29.—The strike among the 
coal miners in the Charlero: district is extend- 
ing.

RUSSIA'S SENTIMENT FOR GERMANY. 


One of thé Great Commissioners Says It ° 


Favors Close Relations. 

Berti, Sept. 29.—Dr. Raafalovitch, one 
of the Russian Commission sent to confer 
with representatives of the German govern- 
ment’as to arrangements of a Russo-German 
commercial treaty, said this evening that, 
although bound not to revea) even the spirit 
of his instructions, he could not deny Russia’s 
willingness to have closer trade relations with 
the German Empire. This willingness on 
Russia’s part, he thought, corresponded with 
# similar sentiment in Germany. If the Ras- 
sians should wish to place aloan in Germany, 
Dr. Raafalovitch added, the market probably 
would be found open to it. The French mar- 
ket, in his opinion, was not able to cover 


Russia’s needs. As to the suggestion 
concerning the loan, James Galoschin, bank- 


er, said: ‘*Germany is obliged to take up a 
milliard- of Russian 4 per cents, although, of 
course it would not take them at par. The 
German bourses would.welcome the renewal 
of the political intimacy between Ger.aany 
and Russia, and this would assure to Europe 
a long term of peace, much to the benefit of 
trade and commerce.”

Dr, Schweninger said that ‘the 
official who was charged to inquire as to the 
Prince’s condition used the form cus-

Since he (the doctor) was answera- 
ble only to Prince. Bismarck and his 
conscience he resented the manner in which 
this inquiry was made. Moreover, he added 
that while he was in a condition of:anxiety re- 
garding the result of the Prince’s illiness hé 
had neither the inclination nor the time to 
write a red tape report. 

Bertin, Sept. 29.—The Zukunft, a periodi- 
cal of Bismarckian tendency edited by Maxi- 
milian Harden, published today an article con- 
cerning Bistmnarck and the Emperor.

CZAR TRIES TO ALLAY ANXIETY, 


Minister Explains the Purpose of 

Squadron’s Visit to Toulon, 

Vienna, Sept. 29.—M. de Giers, Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has informed the 
Governments of Austro-Hungary, German, 
and Italy that the visit ofthe Russian squad- 
ron at Toulon next month’ will be 
simply and_ solely a response to 
the visit of the French fleet 
at Cronstadt. No other significance what- 
ever, he says, should be attached to the inci- 
dent, and Russia will decline to have any 
other character Jent to the representation of 
the Russian officers in France: 

The Russian fleet will Arrive at Toulon Oct. 
18 and will leave Oct. 28. The official pro- 
gram of the reception has been published. It 
shows that the visit ofthe Russian officers 
will be a continuous festival. 


NEW CHOLERA CASES IN ENGLAND. 


Four More Reported at Rawley, Together 
with One Death=At Hambarg. — 

Loypox, Sept. 22.—Four new cases of 

cholera and one death from the disease have 


‘ been reported during the last forty-eight 
hours in the Village of Rawiey, Staffordshire. 


BruBoa, Sept. 29.—The cholera scare here 
continues. In the last twenty-four hours 
fifty-eight new cases and twenty deaths have 
been reported to the authorities. It is said 
here that fugitives from Bilboa are spreading 
the disease in other parts of the kingdom. 

Hamsurea, Sept. 29.—The cholera returns 

for the twenty-four hours ending at noon to- 
day show five new cases and one death. 
- Roms, Sept. 29.—Ten fresh cases of chol- 
era and three deaths were reported -today in 
Leghorn, twenty fresh cases in Palermo, five 
fresh cases and three deaths in Patti. 


FRANCE LESS SEVERE ON SIAM, 


Outlook Now Favorable for a Peaceful Set- 
tlement of the Dispute, 
BanGxKor, Sept. 29.—M. Lemyre de Vileirs, 
the French special envoy, had a conference 
yesterday with Prince de Vawongso, Siamese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. M. de Vileirs 
adopted a somewhat more gentle tone in pre- 


senting the demands of France, and it appears 


that his requirements were somewhat abated. 


Judging from the results of the conference, . 


the outlook for a peaceful settlement of the 
dispute between France and Siam is more 
hopeful. 

The report is current here that France will 
give to Russia for a coaling station the Island 
of Samil in the Gulf of Siam.

Unless you can save enten you 
cannot save Bombay. We plant our altars 
amongst the silks and satins and not amidst the 
rags of Chicago. We plant them among homes 
whose tables nwith every luxury, and we 
do not plant them in the midst of homes that are 
empty where little. children are pinched with 
want and hunger. Go over to Haisted street or 
visit “ Little Hell ” on the North Side. Look at 
the street arabs, the shoeblacks, and newsboys 
on our streets—the city waifs, who sleep in dry 
goods boxes. hese boys are growing up to be 
yoters, and in a few years they will be settling po- 
litical questions, not only for Chicago but for the 
United States. God help us and open our eyes 
to see the field we have here right in our midst in 
Chicago. Here we have 40,000 Bohemians 
more than arein the city of ©; we have 
17,000 Italians and little is be done for their 
evangelization. And whatshallI say about the 
Indians? If we have taken from them this 
country and driven out by our. superior in- 
telligerce, we owe them at least the gospel of 
JesuS Christ.

Durmg the most ‘part of the week specula- 
tive weariness has found expression in lower 
prices. Stocks were more active but lower, 
railroads declining on the average $1.42 and 
trusts stock $1.60 per share to Wednesday | 
night, and the recovery has since been small. 
Railroad 2arnings for September show a de- 
cline of 4¢ per cent compared with last year, 
which is not better than the August report, 
though the returns for the second and third 
weeks were better than for the first week. On 
Western lines and trunk lines the decrease is 
somewhat smalier, but Southern and Pacific 
roads do not materially improve, and east- 
bound shipments from Chicago show a de- 
crease of 14 per cent for the last week. 


Small Wheat Receipts, 


Wheat receipts decrease again ‘fall far | 
behind last year’s, but stocks in sight are too 
heavy, and the price for December fell a 
1 cent. Corn continues to come fo 
freely and crop reports are not more unfavor-. 
able, but the price fell 13¢ cents. in 
pork products were obviously due rather to 
manipulation than to any change in the out- 
look. Cotton declined about 3-16, with no 
great change in the movement or in crop 
prospects and with increasing work by the 
mills in this country. When stocks are un- 
ustally large their weight at times overbal- 
ances all other considerations.

| While seventy-eight manufacturing con- 
cerns are tg tae ay rn Bae or in 
part against twenty closing or ucing their 
fore, more than a third of the increase has 
been in cotton mills and another third in ma- 
chine shops, nail mills, manufacturers of 
stoves and hardware, tools, and cars, while in 
the iron mantfacture proper only seven con- 
cerns have started nst three’ that have 
stopped and the outlook does not seem 
brighter. Chicago is adding to her marvel- 
ous buildings, and in stru and some. 
other forms the demand at the West is clearly . 
increased. 

Depression in Iron Trade. 


But the closing of the largest iron mine in 
the country, Norris, which ordinarily 
roduces a million tons yearly, indicates the 
imited character of the business, At least 
the demand fur products is painfully inade- 
quate, even for the scanty force now at work, 
and the lowest prices on record attract little 
business. It is said that one,sale of steel rails 
has been effected by a rp reduction in 
price. The contest between the Am mated 
Association and the works in the Pittsburg. 
region has been settled,- but too late for most 
of the men. The glass workers have not -yet 
agreed as to wages, apd stocks are growing 


low. 

In boots and shoes the marked activity seen 
in New York is not found at the East, the bus- 
iness is slow and a few establishments are re- 
suming and shipments from Boston are still 
30 per cent smaller than last year, but the 
rubber works are all fully employed and the 
demand for their product is large. 

Clearing-house exchanges i te a little 
gain in the volume of business, for the 
week 19.5 per cent below those of same 
week last year. In foreign trade exports 
again ex last year’s, andfor the month 
about 24.6 per cent, while imports show a de- 
crease for the month of about 30 per cent, 
Yet foreign exchange has risen. so far that ex- 
ports of gold to Germany might be made 
with little loss, and it is believed that calls 
for repayment of gold obtained on loans from 
Europe in July and August affect the rate 
more than current business. Though a re- 
turn of part of the gold has been expected, 
and the banks have now on hand more thane 
they need, the Treasury stock is so low that d 
renewed outflow would be regarded with some 
apprehension. The return of money from the 
interior continues and largely reflects less ac- 
tivity than usual at this season in domestic 


trade and industry.

THE OUTCOME OF FIAT MONEY. 

A Forum magazine article by Frank Basil 
Tracy of Omaha discusses the rise and doom 
of the Populist party, telling of the sudden 
strength gained by it in the last few years by 
fanatical sophistries, and stating that it ap- 
pears.to be on the wane in the farming dis- 
tricts, though it has made some gains.among 
the trades unionists in the towns. - 

The three “‘reforms’’ to which this crank 


tation, and money. It ** demanded ’’,govern- 
ment ownership of -all lands not held by 
actual settlers; government ownership of all 
railroad and transportation facilities; and 
government issue of all money by its fiat 
alone, ‘thereby expelling hard: money, and 
that fiat “‘money”’ to have no redemption 
except such as was involved in the provision 
that it should be accepted in payment 
of taxes. The writer says that it 
has abandoned the first two, and also 
the crazy “‘ Subtreasury and warehouse ”’ feat- 
ure of the third scheme of folly. The Popu- 
lists have also abandoned all their other ten- 
éts and staked their existence on fiat, foun- 
dationless currency. What they want is not 
free silver, per se, but “‘more money’’— 
oceans of fiat money. 

Supposing their crazy “‘demand”’ were 
granted these Populists by the American Con. 
gress they would be at once confronted with 
thé grave question how they were going to 
compel men to take the fiat stuff in .payment 
for debts contracted sibsequent to its issue 
and made specifically payable-in somethmg 
else, Do they purpose to destroy the right of 
contract? Do they propose to make the gro- 
cer, the butcher, the clothier, the implement- 
seller, the lumberman, and others sell their 
goods for the same number of dollars in fiat 
money that they used to receive on the gold 
basis? Will they forbid the storekeeper to 
‘mark up his goods to correspond with the de- 
cline in the value of the fiat stuff, and thus 
sweep away the right of a man to fix on the 
price at which he is willing to séH hie prop- 
erty? 

To do that would be confiscation, and the 
storekeeper would not lay in any more goods 
to be sold on such terms. If they should 
reach that point the next step would be to 
confiscate everything to the State and let it be 
managed on the socialistic plan. But that 
would include the confiscation of the farms 
owned by these Populists, and even if the idea 
were not carriedimut to that ultra extent/the 
same “principle” would oblige the farmers 
to sell to any one who might want to purchase 


} their lands or cattle or crops for the same 


number of paper dollars that they had previ- 
‘ously been getting in gold. There would bea 
horrid calamity howl all over the Kansas- 
Nebraska prairies when it came to, that, but 
they could not object to the same rule being 
applied to their land and crops as to the per- 
sonal property of the merchant or manu- 
‘facturer 6¥ for railroad transportation, — 
. This Populist fiat “money ” would inevita- 
bly decrease in purchasing power as the quan- 
tity issued increased till it approximated the 
nothing point, for the reason that alt the deal- 
ings of the United States with other nations 
are and long ha've been on the gold basis. The 
gold standard is the one in use allover the 
‘commercial world. 
* It is the legal tender in international trars- 
actions. We buy from the foreigners about 
800 million dollars’ worth of goods each year 
| and send them 100 millions more in theshape 
of traveling and purchasing expenses of Amer- 
ican tourists, True, we export large quantities 
of produce, but not through the importing 
merchants. The two set of operationsare dis- 


/ tinct and carried on by two classes of dealers. 


If the government does not redeein its paper 
money in gold the importer would be obliged 
to go to the broker for the gold or gold bill of 
exchange which he wishes to send abroad in 
payment for his imported gwods.. He 
would have to pay for it with the fiat 
paper currency, and the value of that 
as fixed by the gold broker would determine 
the purchasing power of the fiat currency all 
over the Nation. That purchasing power al- 
ways depends upon the amount of redemption 
guaraptee furnished, because the foreigners 
do not want paper except as they can get gold 
for it, and in the absence of gold redemption 
the value would be small indeed... Solong as 
we have any external commercial relations 
| with other nations the quotations by the 
broker, and not the fiat of Congress, would 
fix the value of our Populist currency. This 
is as certain as gravity or the tides. Thp pur. 
chasing power of the fiat ‘‘ money ”’. would 
sink to the smali amount the broker would 
give for it per dollar in gold. Is any Populist 
so blind or stupid as not to see this fact? ° 
The Populhsts talk about $50 per capita or 


three anda half billions, as if that would 
satisfy them. It would do nothing of the 
sort, and the process of disenchantment 
would be a rapid and simple one. The issue 
of three and a half billions of the fiat stuff 
would cause its rapid ,depreciation, When 
offered to the brokers by the importing mer- 
chants for gold they would give very litfle for 
itand its value would speedily tumble all 
over the Nation, and every dealer would go to 
marking up the price of his goods—double— 
treble—quadruple—and’ finally ten prices in 
fiat. The difference between fiat notes and 
gold would widen rapidly with the increasing 
preference for the yellow:money as tothe 
ultimate value of which there wag no doubt, 
asthe great mass of the people would under- 
stand what is now thought of only by the few.

VAST STORES OF GOLD. 


Recent experimental borings in the Wit-. 


watersrand gold fields in South Africa reveal 
thé existence of enough gold in that region 
alone to supply all the yellow money wants of 
the world for many centuries to come, The 
borings were carried down to the depth of 
2,500 fect and show the existence of eight 
blanket beds of gold bearmg ore averaging 
six feet in thickness each.. The basin for 
which this holds good has a circumference of 
400 miles and an -area of 12,580 square: 


miles. At fifteen feet to the ton this is com-. 


puted to contain ten and a half millions of 
millions of tons of ere. At the very low value 
of $7.50 per ton the yield of gold would be 
$79,000,000,000,000 (seventy-nine trillion 
dollars), or about $50,000 for every man, 
woman, and child now living on the face of 
the earth when itis all extracted, 


Surely this is gold enough and to spare. 


That African jUistrict alone contains a 
sufficieney of gol to furnish the yellow metal 
in abundance to evérybody, including the 
barbarous peoples after they have been 
civilized, for thousands of years.. Without 
looking at the gold fields of the United States, 
Australia, and other countries, there is more 
gold in sight than is likely to be needed for 
use and ornament for many centuries to come. 
And there need be no fear it will be furnished 
as fast-as wanted, the price in the market 
rising or falling with. the varying ratio of 
supply todemand. The question is simply 


whether or not the rated value of the metal 


will at any time be much more than the cost 
of mining it and extracting. the metal from 
the ore. If ever that time should come gold 
would soon be a drug in the market, as silver 
is now. - 

At present there is little danger of this. The 
cost of obtaining 23.22 grains of the pure 
metal is so nearly equal to one dollar’s worth 
of labor that the value of the metal is thus 
established at the United States rate, and it is 
likely to remain 80 for many years in the fut- 
ute, But the result of these. discoveries and 
of the continual introduction of cheapening 
elements in the cost of production and trans- 
portation must be a lessening of the ultimate 
cost of the yellow metal, which inevitably 
will reduce its purchasing power correspond- 
ingly. The very same effect will follow that 
can be remembered by many yet alive to have 
oecurred as a consequence of the discoveries 
of gold in Galifornia and Australia. It was a 
doubling ‘of the wages paid for*human labor 
within fifty years. Of course this aoubling 
of wages in gold did. not . occur 
all at once, but neither did the 
vast. increase in the supply of gold money. 
The metal became cheaper as it became more 
plentiful, and that is the reason why mechan- 
ies in the cities, farm laborers in the rural 
districts, school teachers, clerks, professional 
men, in fact all classes, are now paid fully 
twice as much as their ancestors of fifty years 
ago were paid for the same amount of exer- 
tion. That is.the case in ‘free-trade England 
as well as among the protected industries of 
America. Itis the rule in other gold-using 
countries. .. Their wage scales may differ 
among themselves, from the operation of 
various causes, but for the average of all of 
them gold is twice as plentiful, and therefore 
worth only half as much for the purchase of 
labor. as it was in the early °40s of this 
century. 

The cheap silver cranks need not worry 
themselves and others with fears that there will 
not be enough gold to go round in the future 
nor is there any real occasion for ‘thinking 
that on a gold basis the value of money will 
enhance except from the effects of further 
cheapening in produetion of the goods. to be 
bought with it, Rather the indications are 
that ere many more years haye elapsed gold 
will be appreciably cheaper “because of in- 
creased supplies accompanied by lessened 
cost of producing the metal, and this though 
silver should be kept closely to its legitimate 
use for subsidiary coinage. 
cheapening process is going on there will be 
less and less need for gold to’ use as money 
because of the still more general introduction 
of paper for exchanges of credit, this tending 
to make gold even more abundant in propor- 
tion to the demand for it.
